The  R.  McN amara  Collection 

of 

SOHO  MINT  PROOFS  AND  PATTERNS. 


An  outstanding  group  of  English  Patterns  and  Proofs  from  the  Robert 
McNamara  Collection,  Cleveland,  illustrating  the  productions  of  the  Soho  Mint. 

In  1788  the  well  known  manufacturer  Matthew  Boulton,  in  collaboration  with  James  Watt, 
the  inventor  of  the  steam  engine,  established  at  Soho  the  first  steam  powered  coining  ma- 
chinery. A few  years  later  (1797)  he  began  to  strike  the  copper  coinage  on  behalf  of  the 
Government.  These  coins  are  the  first  to  be  struck  by  steam  powered  presses  and  are  out- 
standing for  their  excellent  workmanship,  accuracy  and  esthetic  perfection.  It  took  Mr. 
McNamara  nine  years  to  assemble  this  collection,  which  includes  some  outstanding  rarities, 
especially  in  the  group  of  patterns.  These  were  struck  with  the  intention  to  prove  to  the 
Government  the  superior  results  obtained  by  the  new  coining  methods.

Droz  Patterns 

Patterns  struck  at  the  Soho  Mint  beginning  1788  from  dies  prepared  by  the  celebrated 
Swiss-born  engraver  Jean  Pierre  Droz.  After  perfecting  his  art  during  a few  years  stay  at 
the  Soho  mint,  he  became  the  most  famous  medalist  of  the  Post-revolutionary  France.  The 
Droz  Patterns  accompanied  Boulton's  petition  to  the  Parliament  asking  for  the  permission  to 
strike  the  Regal  copper.

Famous  Cartwheel  Proofs  and  Patterns. 

In  1798  Boulton  got  the  permission  to  strike  the  official  coinage.  Droz  left  England,  there- 
fore the  assignment  for  engraving  the  new  coinage  was  given  to  the  German  Conrad  Hein- 
rich Kuechler,  native  of  Flanders.  The  Boulton  & Watt  steam  driven  press  and  Kuechler's  skill 
combined  to  make  this  a memorable  issue  in  the  art  of  coinage.  The  famous  "cartwheel" 
coins  had  a broad  raised  rim  and  were  of  heavy  weight  (2d.-2  onz)  which  earned  this  name.
